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Nursing Home Spotlight 


We're visiting Mrs. Pearlie Flay 
Tindol Lowry this week, a most 
remarkable ‘tyoung’’ lady of 83! 

When 1 asked an aide at the 
nursing home, in her presence, if she 
could believe Miss Pearlie was 84 
years old, she quickly and 
emphatically spoke up and informed 
me that she was only 83! Ha! I 
quickly begged her pardon on that! 

Miss Pearlie is most alert, 
“bright as a penny’’ and ‘‘cute asa 
button’? with a quick wit. We both 
agreed that she is truly blessed - to 
be 83 y & Of age, and jn such 
compara. ly good physical, as well 
as mental, health. 

To be exact and to keep the 
record straight, Miss Pearlie was 
born Noy. 3, 1904, in the New Hope 
Community, one of three children 
born to Mr, and Mrs. Charlie Tindol. 
Mrs. Tindol was the former Miss 
Lanie Baker. Isn’t that an unusual 
and pretty name - Lanie. Mr. Charlie 
was a farmer and Miss Lanie was a 
seamstress. 

Speaking of names, when we 
asked Miss Pearlie about her 
unusual middle name, ‘‘Flay,’’ she 
told us her future husband’sa grand- 
mother, Samantha Lowry, named 
her. She has a daughter named 
Easter Flay, so named because she 
was’ born on Easter Sunday and Dr. 
E.G, Bragg, the attending physician, 
named her Easter. 

The two siblings of Miss Pearlie, 
both of whom are deceased, were 
Vallie Lee, who died at the age of 16, 
from blood poisoning, as the result of 
a cousin pricking a pimple on her 
face with a pin. (Now I understand 
why my three won’t allow me to 
**just let me press it one little time’? - 
their pimples!), and Danny, who 
died suddenly with a paralysis at the 
age of 27. 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Charlie, all of whom are deceased, 
are: 

Jim, who was married to the late 
Mitt Lowry. An interesting note, 
and I hope | get it straight - for, as 
Miss Pearlie laughingly said, ‘‘We

children born to Mr, and Mrs. Edwin 
Alonzo ‘*Pad’’ Lowry. Mrs. Lowry 
was the former Ada Whittaker. Mr. 
Pad was a farmer and Miss Ada a 
homemaker. 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Lowry are: Ora, who resides in Elba 
with her husband, Ezra Kelley; Itler, 
who was married to the late Ezra 
Martin, and who makes her home in 
Dublin, Ga.; (another unusual name 
- Itier - I love unusual names!j; 
Bonnie Mae, who was married to the 
late Elma Maddox, and was a 
resident of Orlando, Fla., until her 
death this past summer; and Berlin, 
deceased, who was married to the 
former Mattie Maude Waters, who 
now resides.in Level Plains, after 
moving from Tampa, Fla., after the 
death of Mr. Berlin. 

Mr. Beresford was a_ Baptist 
preacher, and preached for 50 years.

Lord's help,"’ she stated firmly and 
with assurance! 

This reminds me of the Jones 
family - | hope Lois Jones Holt won't 
mind my sharing this. 

Her father, the late R.K. Jones, 
was a Methodist minister for over 45 
years, and he and his wife, the 
former Leila Mae Tate, also 
deceased, reared and educated 13 
children on a Methodist preacher’s 
salary back in those lean days! 

Lois has some amusing, heart- 
warming and poignant stories she 
shares sometimes. One of these I 
always get a chuckle over, and can 
vividly imagine - is the one about all 
15 Joneses going someplace on - get 
this - one car!

Also, I'd like to note that out of 
the 13 ‘‘Jones’’ kids, 11 have college 
degrees, and one has 2% years of 
college.

Churches Brother Lowry 
pastored are: Bluff Springs (his last 
church), Woodland Grove, New 
Haven, Mt. Gilead, Victoria, St. 
John (Pike Co.), Monticello, (Pike 
Co.), and Jokwin (Pike or possibly 
Crenshaw Co.). 

Bro. Lowry passed away August 
12, 1984. 

Subtracting the year they were 
married - 1920 - from the year he 
passed away - means they shared 64 
years of marital bliss! 

Miss Pearlie’s oldest child, 
Charles, died this past August of 
cancer. He was a resident of 
Pensacola, Fla., and was married to 
the former Lucille Martin, a 
Pensacola native. He was a radio 
repairman. Miss Lucille is employed 
with a company in Pensacola. 

They were the parents of two 
children (she has no grandchildren.) 

An interesting thing to me - their 
son James Edwin, plays guitar with 
the Oak Ridge Boys - his proud 
grandmother told me, ‘‘He can play 
anything he wants to - he’s very 
musical.’’ 

When we asked if she’d ever 
seen him perform, she replied, 
“Only on television - except when he 
was a little boy, he was always 
singing. I’d play the piano and he’d 
sing. I played the piano for my 
husband when he was preaching.” 

When we asked if James Edwin 
inherited his musical ability from 
her, she said both sides of the family , 
- Tindols and Lowrys, were musically 
inclined. : 

Ouida was married to B.J. Hall, 
deceased, a native of the New Hope 
Community. Miss Ouida is a sitter 
for elderly folks and Mr. B.J. was 
employed with the railroad.
